State lines are obliterated, and the men 
first enlisting will be first to be mus- 
tered in. The assignment to compa- 
nies will be by the officer commanding, 
ond he will be at liberty to organize 
a company composed of men from one 
state if he finds it convenient and prac- 
ticable. 


The 
organization 
of the ton regi- 


ments in this country will not make 
any difference to the organization of 
regiments in the Philippines by Gen- 
eral Otis. His regiments will bn in ad- 
dition to those hereafter to be known 
as the Twenty-sixth and Thirty-fifth 
inclusive, and will be numbered Thirty- 
sixth upward.
